Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5, 8-12 and 18 are allowed. 

3. Applicant's arguments regarding the previous rejections are persuasive. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
of record does not disclose nor render obvious the claimed method for manufacturing at 
least one plate stack comprising joining of the plates with an application of heat at a 
joining temperature (TF) between 1065°C and 1082°C and at an atmospheric pressure 
in a joining or bonding process step by direct copper bonding to form a bonded plate 
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stack, 

cooling of the bonded plate stack to a temperature below the joining temperature (TF); 
placing of the bonded plate stack into a chamber for a post-treatment; and 
performing a hot isostatic pressing post-treatment of the bonded plate stack inside the 
chamber in an inert gas atmosphere at an inert gas pressure (PB) between 200 and 
2000 bar, and at a post-treatment temperature (TB) that is below the joining 
temperature (TF) in combination with the other claimed limitations.
